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ACONTINUATION of the 
Account of the Fourth Volume of M. 
SIMON’s BIBLIOTHEQUE 
CRITIQUE. . 


XIX. SIMON gives his Thoughts about 
M Procopius sCommentary upon theOFateuch, 
® or the Eig.t firft Books of the Bi- 
ble. We have only a Latin Tranflation of that Work, 
tinted at Zurich in 1555. That Commentary is very 
carce: The Original Greek is in the Library of Augsburg ; 
and it were to be wifh'd that fome Learned Man wou'd 
= it. One may very well doubr, whether the Trane 
ator has always exprefs'd the Senfe of his Author, who 
is full of Curious and Critical Reflections, efpecially os 
on the Pentateuch, where he quotes the Hebrew Text, the 
Samaritan, and the ancient Syriack Verfion. The Expli- 
cations of Procopius, mention’d in this Letter, have no- 
thing in them that is remarkable ; and therefore I fhall 
fay nothing of ’em. I fhall only add, that M. Simon 
highly commends the Work of that Ancient Inter- 
preter. 

XX. The Author owns, that the Proteftants gave Oc- 
cafion to the Roman Catholicks to cultivate the Study of 
the Holy Scripture more carefully than they did before ; 
but he maintains, that long before there were any Pro- 
teftants in the World , fome Learned Men ufed their ut- 
mott Endeavours to reftore the Knowledge of the Sacred 
Writings, and of Polite Learning, and to banifh the Ig- 
norance that prevailed in the Schools. He reckons a- 
mong thofe Learned Men the famous Trithemius , who 
rather chofe to leave his Abby of Spanheim, and his fine 
Library, than to continue with vicious and ignorant 
Monks. That Abbot gives usa ftrange Charafer of the 
Schoolmen of his Time, Ina Letter, which he writ in 
1506. to his Brother, who had taken his Do&or’s De-. 
gree, he freely fays, “ Imake no great Account of a No- 
‘* ble Title without Learning, or of a Great Name at. 
“ tended with little Knowledge. We have many Dofors, 
“ but we want Learned Men ———~ What ipatties a 
““ Hoop over the Door of a Houfe, where no Wine is to 
‘ be fold? Or a Royal Scepter, in the Hands of a 
‘* Fool ?” The Abbot fhews in the fame Letter, that 
Learning had been revived by the Invention of Print- 
ing ; that no body could complain of want of Books ; 
and that it was an eafy thing to grow Learned at a cheap 
rate. He adds, that Mafters’ were to be had every 
where , not only for the Latin Tongue , but alfo for the 
Greek and Hebrew. He calls his Age a Golden Age, in 
which the Study of good Learning had been happily re- 
ftor'd. Neque defunt hedie bonorum Praceptores Studiorum ; 
fed ubique terrarum abundant in omni varietate difcipline, 
non folum in Latina, fed in Greta Lingua atque Hebraica. 
Hae [unt ver? aurea tempora, in quibus bonarum literarum 
Studia multu annis neglecta refloruerunt. Whereupon M. 
Simon asks his Proteftant Friend, in a triumphant manner, 
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Where was then your Se& , which began only many Years after 
with fome Monks, who bad learn’d Greek and Hebrew in :igir 
Comvents ? 

This Queftion appears to me very infignificant. The 
Proteftants will not deny that there was fome Learning 
in Europe before the Year 1517. which is the Epoch of 
the Reformation ; but they might reafonably defire M. 
Simon to anfwer che following Queftions:; \Vherther it 
be not true, that the Proteftants were more Learned than 
the Roman Catholicks, in the beginning of the Retorma- 
tion? Whether Learning woud have been fo univerfal 
in Exrope, had it not been for the Reformers? Whether 
the Holy Scripture wou’d have been fo well underftood, 
and fo many Critical Commentaries written upon it, if 
no Alteration had been made in*cthe ‘Do&rines’ of the 
Church of Rome? Whether the Roman Catholicks were 
not in a manner forced to apply themfelves to the Study 
of that Holy Book, in order to anfwer the Arguments 
which the Proteftants took out of it? Trithemmpus hig 
felf plainly fhews, that it was no eafy thing to overcome 
the Ignorance which prevailed in his Time, ‘After he: 
had been 24 Years in his Abby of Spanheim, fays M. 
Simon, he retired into another Abby, to avoid the Fur 
of his Monks, who were violently exafperated again 
him , becaufe he made it his chief Bufinefs to ftudy the 
Bible. Having refolved to be no longer a Witnefs of 
their diforderly Lives, he removed into another Con. 
vent, where he might quietly go on with Studies. “ Be 
‘* pleafed to hear, fays he to thofe unruly Monks, what you 
“ have done againft me, that you may know I have not 
“ left you without good Reafons for it. You have alé 
“‘-ways been difpleafed with me, becaufe I ftudied the 
“ Holy Scripture : Fat from refpetting the Writings 
‘¢ ] publifh’d, you laugh’d at them. Nay, you wene 
“ farther ftill: Not contented to ridicule the Books [ 
“ writ by Order of our Fathers, you fpoke ill of 
** them among the Ignorant. 

I fhou’d be too long, continues M. Simm , if I thou’d 
give a particular Account of Tvithemids's Covnplaints 
againft his Monks, who mortally hated him, for no orher 
Reafon, but becaufe he was a Lover of Learning , and 
fpent Part of their Revenue upon Books: Sitch an Ex... 

pence gh intolerable to thofe idle and voluptuous 
Men. r Author adds, That nothing cou’d be more 
holy than the Order of the Benedi#ins, in its firft Begin. 
ning. ‘ Several Princes, who look’d upon them as Men 
ufeful to the Church and State, in Times of Ignorance, 
beftowed vaft Eftares upon them. Thofe Monks kepe 

ublick Schools, and were, in a manner, Mafters of the 

ciences : But their Wealth occafion’d their Idenefs ; 
and, far from Cultivating Learning, they cou!d nor abide 
thofe’ who applied themfelves to it ‘To conclude this 
Head , I muft obferve , that Trithemius was accounted 4 
Magician in his own Time , becanfe he hac fome Learn. 
ng Magum, fays he, me plerique arbitrantur. 

‘XI. M. Simon gives an Account of Reuchlin's Letters, 
to fhew the State of Learning in Europe before the Rea 
formation.

rinopolitani D. Hieremie. That Work was printed ‘at Wit- 
temberg in 1586. M. Simon pretends, that the Anfwers 


of that Patriarch of Confantinople) are .one of the beft . 


ings, that can be alledged againft the Proteftants ; be- 
ee appears from them, that the Greek Church agrees 
in moft Articles with the Church of Rome. 

The Commentaries of Grotivs, and his Theological 
Works, occafion’d a great Conteftation. Dr. Faure, and 
fome other zealous dugujtinians, ufed their utmoft Endea- 
vours to get them placed among prohibited Books. 
Their Reafon for ic was, that Grotius openly declared 
againft che Dottrine of St. Auguftin, Some of them ads 
ded, that he was an Arsminian , and even a rank Socinian, 
But the Bookfellers , who had Notice of it, being very 
much concern’d in that Affair, becaufe they fell many of 
thofe Books, reprefented, that Part of Grotius’s Commen- 
taries had been printed firft at Pars , and then in Holand, 
Whereupon it was orderd, that the Works of that Au- 
thor fhou'd be fold without any Hindrance. The zealous 
Anguftinians were vexed at it ; but ic was not in their 
Power to prevent it. The Archbifhop of Pars thought 
the Petition of thofe Auguftinians was not altogether free 
from danfinifm Befides , a Memorial had been put into 
his Hands, thewing that the abeplog en Tra&is of Gro. 
tims, printed at Amfterdam in 1679. and added to the new 
Edition ‘of his Commentaries , were full of Things di- 
re@ly oppofite to Calvinifm. The Prelate was alfo told 
in that Memorial, that Grotius lays down in the fame 
Traés many Principles and Maxims, not only contrary 
to the Innovations of the Proteftants, but alfo tending 
to fupport the Authority of Kings. In a word, that 
if one fhou’d weigh the Good and Evil, which might 
arife from the Books of Grotius, the Good wou’d very 
much counterbalance the Evil. Laftly , it. was faid in 
that Piece, that the Prohibition of the Works of that 
Great Man, wou'd pleafe the Calvinifs, and the faftious 
Divines of France. 

XXUIL. The great Skill of Gaulminus in the Oriental 
Languages , makes the Subje& of this Letter. There is 
in the King’s Libraiy a Copy of the New Teftamenr, 
publifh’d in 4rabick by Erpenius. That Copy, which did 
belong to Gawiminus, is full of Learned Notes, written 
in the Margin with his own Hand, and of great Ufe 
to underftand the Sacred Writers, efpecially che Sryle 
of the New Teftament. Gaulminus obferves upon Mat. 
I. 1. that the Perfian Tranflation of the New Tefta- 
ment was made by an ignorant Man, ab imperito ho- 
mine, at the Sollicitation of the Jefuits. He fays, thac 
thefe Words in the 14th Verfe, A city that uw fet on an 
bill , cannot be hid; and in the next v 
men light a candle, to put it under a bufbel; are Prover- 
bial Expreflions, ufed among the fews. He adds, that 
what is faid of the Beatitudes in the fame Chapter, is alfo 
taken from the fame Proverbial Expreflions, as it appears 
from the Talmud, and other Jewifh Books. That Learned 
Man obferves, That our Saviour took the Lord’s-Prayer 
from thofe that were ufed among the Ancient Jews, 
or with fome few Alterations. He alfo clears 
thele Words of the Lord’s-Prayer, Yer. 12. And 
forgive ws our Tre{paffes, at we forgive them that Tre{pafs 
ageinft ws ; by quoting a like Phrafe our of the Tra& 
Entiti'd, Pirkeavoth , which is one of their moft 
ancient Moral Books , containing the Apophthegms or 
remarkable Sentences of their Boftors. Thus it ap- 
pears, that this fine Sentence was ufed in their Ancient 
Synagogues.

"Tis, fays he, a proverbial Expreflion, that _is frequently 
to be found in the Books of the Jews to denoteHypocrites. 
*¢ Jefus Chrift and his Apoftles, adds M. Simon, were born 
** Jews, and {poke to the Jews ; and confequently there 
“ was a neceflity for them to fpeak in their own Lan Suage, 
“ That People , though difperfed all over the Worid, 
have always preferved, particularly in the Books of 
their Do&tors, fome Locutions and Ufages peculiar to 
them.

‘ XXIX. Several Learned Criticks affirm, that Nicolas de 
Lyra was not a Frenchman: M. Simon fhews the contrary 
in this Letter, That Author was born at Lyre near Ver- 
neuil in the Province of Perche, and inthe Diocefe of &.
